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Ths AmERiOAK Nkwspjlpkr Dirkctort and Rkcord or the Press 
has been compiled at the request of many leading firms and extensive 
advertising houses in this and other cities ; and the publishers feel 
confident it will supply a want much felt by all classes of our com- 
munity, and particularly those who have business relations with the 
press. Those who take an interest in the condition and progress of 
American journalism, will find ample information in its pages, which 
exhibit the actual state of the Newspaper and Periodical Press of the 
eonntry at the beginning of the present year. Neither labor nor ex- 
pense has been spared to secure the most scrupulous accuracy ; and 
it is now submitted to the public and the press — ^its object being to 
promote the interests of both. 

As a record of the advancement and present importance of our 
newspaper literature, its usefulness cannot be questioned. The in- 
formation itself will prove alike suggestive and instructive. It 
encourages the belief that the moral and intellectual advancement of 
the country ^has kept pace with its material and political progress ; 
and it impresses on all the duty and necessity of adopting such meas- 
ures as may tend to preserve the character and usefulness of the 
press of the United States.

In variety of infer- 
m ition aad in moral sentiment it will compare faTorably with the 
press of any other nation ; while in politics, literatare, and the culti- 
ration of the arts and sciences, it cannot bo excelled ; and he who 
would know what progress is being mode in all or either, can gain 
the knowledge only by a Jadicious diyision of his patronage. 

Let US hope that time and experience will tend still more to raise 
the tone and increase the nsefhlness of our periodical press ; and that 
this engiae of mighty power, under the control of intelligent and 
pure-minded men may continne to diffose the benefits of enlightened 
instractioa and tme knowledge throughout the length and breadth 
of the load.

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ORIOIJV AIID FROaRXaSS OF THE ART OP PR119TINO. 

Thb art of printing, or taldng impressions from letters or figorcs 
cngrsTsd on wooden tables, was known and praetioej in China and 
Japan at a period prior to the Christian era. Some anthorities state 
the year 980» whilst Father Le Compl eontends, that it had been 
praetieed in China from all ages, and that, owing to the remoteness 
and seelnsion of that strange people, we were prerented gaining any 
information from them. The best anthorities eonenr in opinion, that 
the art was known in Enrope in the thirteenth oentniy ; that it was 
brought from Asia by the Yenitian merchants, whose intereoorse with 
that territory was Invent by way of Constantinople, fix>m a Tory 
early period. Oermany and Holland each claim to be the first ooan- 
try in which the art of printing from moveable wooden types was in- 
Tented. A great majority of German, French and Italian anthers 
are decidedly of opinion, that the diieoTery was made in Cermaajy 
where, aboat the year 1428, John Gnttenberg, a eitisen of Ifents, 
haying printed from lines ent on wood, being stimulated by the sue- 
eess of his eontrivanoe oTer that of the eastern nations, eonoeiyed tlia 
idea of moveable types, and in the year 1444 employed separate let- 
ters ent on wood. The claims of Lanrentins Costar, of Haerlemy 
depend principally on the authority of the eelebrated historiniiy 
Hadrianns Junius, who died in Haerlem in the year 1576. This 
historian states, that <*Tliis man (Costar) deserves to be restored to 
the honor of being the first inventor of printbg, of which he has 
been unjustly deprived by others who have enjoyed the praises doe 
to him alone. As he was walking in the wood contiguous to the d^, 
which was the general custom of the richer citisens and men of leis- 
ure* in the afternoon and on holidays, he began to cut letters on fhm 
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iMurk of die beeeh, with these letters enstamped marks upon paper 
in a eontrarj direetion, in the manner of a seal, until at length he 
formed a few lines, for his own amnsement and for the nse of the 
ehildren of his brother-in-law. This succeeding so well, he attempted 
greater things, and being a man of genius and reflection, he invented, 
with the aid of his brother or son-in-law, Thomas Pietrison, a thicker 
and more adhesive ink, as the common ink was too thin and made 
blotted marks. With this ink he was able to print blocks and figares, 
to which he added letters. I have seen specimens of his printing in 
this manner. In the beginning he printed on one side only. This 
was a Dutch book, entitled Spicgal enser Behondenisse. 

'* That it was one of the books printed after the inrention of the 
art, ap^ars from the leaves, which are pasted together, that the 
naked sides might not be offensive to the eje, and none at first were 
printed in a more perfect manner. As this new species of traflic 
attracted numerous eustomers, thus did the profits arising from it 
increase his lore for the art and his diligence in the exercise of it*' 

That Laurentius Costar earned the art no farther than separate 
wooden type, appears from a Dutch poem, entitled Eerttyiegal, pub- 
lished in the sixteenth century, by Henry Speichel, who exclaims : 
'*Thou, first, Laurentius, to supply the defect of wooden tabletst 
adaptedst wooden types, and afterwards didst connect them with a 
thread, to imitate writing. A treacherous servant snreptitiously ob- 
tained the honor of the discovery ; but truth itself, though destitute 
of common and wide-spread fame, truth, I say, still remains/* 

There is no mention in this poem of metal types ; had he been 
robbed of these as well as of wooden ones, such a circumstance could 
not have been passed over in silence. 

In 1441, John Gensfleisch, Sen., came to Mentz, and it is eon- 
Jeetured that he brought with him some wooden types, the property 
of Laurentius Costar of Haerlem, where, it is stated, he had been 
employed, and there learned the art and mystery of printing. 

In 1448 he engaged the house **Zum Jungen," when he was joined 
by John Faust, a goldsmith of Mentz. It is not certain that he did 
more than supply the money for canying on the concern. 

In 1444 they were Joined by Guttenberg and others, whose names 
are not handed down to posterity. These ingenious men discovered, that 
wooden types were not sufficiently durable,and not altogether answering 
their expectations in other respects. They eonunenced cutting metal 
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typei. While theie wen preparing, tbcj printed eeyend boola of 
fie^ent nee, saeli m the ToMa MpkabUieat the CaikaUam, and the 
CmtfeMsiandUa. These were printed with eepamte wooden Ijpee and 
wooden Uoeka. ^ 

To eommenee printing an edition of the Bible, in this early ctage 
of the art, mnst be acknowledged by all aa a most astonishing and 
wonderfol undertaking. It was printed with large cut m^tal types, 
and published in 1460. If we consider the immense labor of this work, 
it is no wonder that it should be aeven or eight years in completing 
Sighteen copies of this Bible are known to exist— one of which is in

• TK^ person who diseoTcred the method of easting the types, and 
completed the art as it now remains, was Peter Schoeffer, the sermnt 
of Fanst and Gnttenberg^ who, Ending much difficulty in nmlnng lug 
work look well from the wooden types, or from cut metal one% and 
being himself ardently desirous to improve the art, found out, "by 
the good proridence of God,** the method of cutting («»ru2auK) the 
characters in a nuUrix, that the letters might easily be singly emst^ 
instead of being eui. He privately cut matnees for the whole alpha- 
bet, and when he showed them to Faust, hb delighted master was ao 
pleased with the InTcntion, that he promised him his only daughter, 
Christiana, in marriage— a promise which he soon after fulfilled ; 
and by his ingenuity Schoeffer won immortality as well as a worthy 
wife. 

But there were as many difficulties at first with these letters aa 
there had been before with wooden ones, the metal being too soft to 
support the force of the impression, but this defect was soon remedied 
by mixing the metal with a substance which sufficiently hardened it. 
The first book printed with the improved types was Durjtndi EMtiomaU 
in 1469. The first book known to be extant, which bears a date with 
the name of printers, and of the place In which It was printed, ia a 
Psalter executed by Faust A Schoeffer, at Ments, in 1457. In 1462 
Fanst carried a number of Bibles to Paris, which he and his partner, 
t3ehoeffer, had printed, and disposed of them as manuscripts, at thi* 
time the discoveiy of the art was not known in France. At first ba 
sold them for 600 crowns, the sum uanally obtained by the Seribca ; 
he afterwards lowered his price to sixty, which created uniTcrsal mr 
tooishment, but when lie produoed them according to the demsuidy 
and even reduced the prioe to thirty, all Paris became agitated. Tba 
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vmfiifiiiit^ of tlM copies inoreMed thdr wonte; liio PttuuBS aon- 
ridcring ft a tuk bcjond hiioiaa IhtwIuii* oliivgM wars praw nt ed 
toUiepolieeaguiittliiiiiMaiiiagidMi. Hit lodging! wars Morahed, 
A great Bomber of BiUeawera found and saiiad« and tiia red ink with 
whieh they were anibelliahed was aaid to be bia blood. Itwaa aeii- 
ooaly adjudged that be waa in leagne with the doTil, wberenpon be 
waa east into priaon, and woold, moat probably, bare abared the fiiU 
of thoae whom ignorant and anperatitioiia jndgw oondemaeil in that 
time for witeberaft. He now fonnd it neoeaaaiy, in order to gain bia 
liberty, to make known the diaeorefy of the art. Tbia airsamaCanee 
gare rise to the tradition of "The Derfl and Dr. Fanatna," whieh ia 
banded down to the preaent time. 

The Ments printers, when their inereaaing bnaineaa reqnired the 
employment of new banda, adminiatered an oath of aeereay, whieh 
appears to bare been sempnlonsly observed until the year 1462, at 
which period the city waa aacked and plonderad by Archbishop 
Adolpbo^ and its former rights and franchises abolished. Amid 
tiie consternation, occasioned by this extraordinary erent, the work- 
men of the Ments press, considering their oath of fidelity no longer 
binding, now became free agenta, and spread themaelTea in different 
directiona. By this cireomstanea the hitherto great mystcfy waa 
rapidly carried from Germany first to Italy, next to Cologne, thence 
to Straabnrg, and thence to Venice. It waa, according to the best an- 
thoritiea, introdnced into England in the year 1474, by William 
Cazton, mercer, who gained bis knowledge of the Art wlule trarelling 
on the Continent aa agent for the Company of Mercers, who, in those 
days, amongst other conunoditiea, dealt in booka, whieh they either 
pnrchased in niannscript or caused to be printed. The first book 
printed in the English language beara the data 1471. It waa pro- 
bably printed at Cologne, where Cazton learned the art Not many 
years ago a copy of this work waa sold at auction in England for fire 
thouaand doUara. It ia entitled, '* William Cazton*a Beceuyal of the 
HiBtoryea of Troy,** and waa translated from the French. Cazton 
waa allowed by the English goTcmment to set up a press in West- 
minster Abbey, and the first book printed in EngUmd was "The 
Game of Chess, ^oyshid the last day of Marche the yer of our 
Lord God a thousand four hundred d( 74.*'

Tbe fint prcM ettablklMd in tlia IliriMn Coloniet is «ttribiit»- 
ble to the Rer. Je«e Olorer, a aim ewdbrmief nuniiter, who, by the 
^eontribatioiie of fnenda of leerniiif Mid of religion," proeared a 
pnts, idftieh wm •'•et op " at CasMge. )ae«MhosettB, in 1629. 
Hue Father of the Amerieaa Frees dM on the passage to Maassehn- 
setts ere his name eonldbe fully ideMUkd with the eetablishment of 
printing in the New Worid. In 1«$6 Wilfiam Bradford came to 
Fennsylrania with William Fenn, ami established a printing press in 
Fhikdelphia. He was indaeed by lh» eier ftom GoTemor Fleteher 
of £40 per annum, and the priTilege ef printing on his own accoont, 
to*«setnp"a press in the City of S<w Tock, and his first issue waa 
a proelamation bearing the date of loft. 

Aee<H^ding to the best aathorities» wt find that in 1704 there was * 
printing press in Louisiana; in 1709, al Kew London, Conneetient; 
in 1726, at Annapolis, MaiyUnd ; in 1229^ at Williamsbnig, Yi^ia ; 
in 1780, at Charleston, South CarofisA; in 1782, at Newport, Khodo 
Island; in 1762, at/Woodbridge, N«w Jersey; in 1756, at Newbem, 
North Carolina ; in 1766, at VorUmmtiu New Hampshire ; in 1762, 
at Sayannah, Georgia; in 1786, at Ltxington, Kentneky ; in 1798, 
at Ciaeinnati, Ohio ; in 1798, at KMatille, Tennessee; in 1708^ at 
St Louis, Hissoari; in 1809, at Betroit, lliehigan; in 1809, at 
Natehex, liiBsifsippi. 

HaTing shown the period at whidh the printing press was intro- 
dneed into the above States, its fiuthtr progress will be seen by re- 
ferenee to oar artiele on the " InU»iMtinB and Frogress of Newa- 
paj*«r> in America.'* 



ORZaiN, H2BB, AND PROGBBBHSI OF KEWSPAPBRa 

NKWRPAms, in a printed form, had iheir origin in England. Among 
the ancient Bomans reports (called Jbte Dwras) of what was done in 
the senate, were frequently pnbhsheA. This practice seems to hare 
existed before the time of Jolios Chnar, who, when Consol, gave 
orders that it should be attended te^ The poblication was howeyer 
prohibited by Aognstns. Acta Anna, containing more general 
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{nteUigenea of pauing erenti, Appear to hare been eommon both 
daring the republic and under the emperon ; of one of theie the 
following speoimen ie giren by Petronios: 

*'0n Um 25th JvJj, M boyi and 40 firlt were born st Tranuilehte't eeUte at 
CnnuL 

** At the Mune time a tlare was put to death, for utterinf dJsreipectftil wordc 
against his lord. 

^ The same day a fire broke oat In Pompey's gardens, which began In the night 
in the steward*s apartment." 

In modern times nothing similar appears to have been known be- 
ibre the middle of the sixteenth century. The Venitian goTcmment 
were, in the year 1668, during a war with the Turks, in -the habit o^ 
communicating to the public, by means of written sheets, the military 
and commercial information received. These sheets were read in a 
particular place to those desiroue to read the news, who paid for the 
privilege a coin called gazelta—tL name which, by degrees, was trans- 
ferred to the newspaper itself in Italy and France, and passed over 
into England. Tlie Venitian government eventually gave these 
announcements in a regular manner once a month ; but they were 
too jealous to allow them to be printed. Only a few copies were 
transmitted to various places, and read to those who paid to hear. 
Thirty volumes of these manuscript newspapers exist in the Maglio- 
bechian library, at Florence. About the same time, offices were 
established in France, at the suggestion of the father of the celebrated 
Montaigne, for making the wants of individuals known to each other. 
The advertisements received at these offices were sometimes posted 
on walls in public places, in order to attract more attention, and were 
thence called affiches. This led, In time, to a systematic and peri- 
odical publication of advertisemcnU in sheets ; and these sheets were 
termed afiehet, in consequence of their contents having been origin- 
ally fixed up as placards. " 

*' Aiter inquiring in various conntries,** says Mr. George Chalmers, 
'* for the origin of newspapers, I had the satisfaction to find what I 
sought for in England. It may gratify our national pride to be told, 
that mankind are indebted to the wisdom of Elizabeth and the pru- 
dence of Burleigh, for the first newspaper. The epoch of the Spanish 
Armada is also the epoch of a genuine newspaper. In the British 
Museum there are several new'spapers which have been printed while 
the Spanish fleet was in the English channel, during the year 1688. 
It was a wise policy to prevent, during the moment of general anz- 
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iety, tbe. danger of fidse reports, by pubJishiag real informatioii ; 
and the earliest newspaper is entitled 7%e Enir^isk Mercurit^ which, 
by authority, was ' imprinted at London, by Christopher Barker, her 
highnesses printer, 1588.' Barleigh*s newspapers were all extraordi- 
nary gazettes, which were published from time to time, as that pro- 
found statesman wished eiUier to inform or terrify the people. Th« 
Mercuries were probably first printed in April, 1588, when the Ar- 
mada approached the shores of England. After the Spanish shipa 
had been dispersed by. a wonderful exertion of prudence and spirit, 
these extraordinary gazettes very seldom^appeared. The Mereurie 
Ko. 64, which, is dated on Monday, November the 24th, 1588, in- 
formed the publio, that * the solenm thanksgiving, for the successes 
which had been obtained against the Spanish Armada, was this day 
strictly observed.* This number contains also an article of news 
from Madrid, which speaks of putting the queen to deilth, and of the 
instruments of torture that were on board the Spanish fleet. We may 
suppose, that such paragraphs were designed by the policy of Bur- 
leigh, who understood all the artifices of printing, to excite the terrors 
of the English people ; to point their resentment against Spain, and 
to inflame their love for Elizabeth. It is almost a pity to mar the 
effect of this passage, by adding that doubts are entertained of the 
genuineness of *7^ English Mercuries,* Of the three numbers pre- 
served two are printed in modem type, and no originals are known ; 
while the third is in ' manuscript of the eighteenth centuiy, altered 
and interpolated with changes in old language, such as only an author 
would make." 

In the reign of James I., packets of news were occasionally pub- 
lished in the shape of small quarto pamphlets. These were entitled 
«*News from Itoly, Hungary,** etc., as they happened to refer to the 
transactions of those respective eountries, and generally purported to 
be translations from the Low Dutch. 

In the year 1622, when the Thirty-years* war and the exploits of 
Gustavus Adolphus excited curiosity, the occasional pamphlets were 
•onverted into a regular weekly publication, entitled The CerUim 
News of this Preseni Week, edited by Nathaniel Butter, and which 
may be deemed the first journal of the kind in England. Other 
weekly papers speedily followed ; and the avidity with which such 
publications were sought after by the people, may be inferred from 
thie eomplaint of Burton, in his ** Anatomy of Melancholy,*' that| 
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•*ff any read now-a^ya it ia a play-book or a pamphlet of 
newec.'* 

It waa dnring the eivil war that newspapers first acquired that po- 
litical importance which they have ever since retained. Whole 
flights of **Diumal8" and ''Mercuries/* in small quarto, then began 
to be disseminated by the different parties into which the State was 
divided. Nearly a score are said to have been started in 1648, when 
the war was at its height. Peter Heylin, in the preface to his Cosmo- 
graphy, mentions, that " the affairs of each town or war were better pre- 
sented in the weekly newsbooks.** Accordingly we find some papers 
entitled, iV«c#/rcwi^tt//; Truths from York ; Warranted Tidings fr<m 
Ireland, and Special Passages from other places. As the contest pro- 
ceeded, the impatience of the public for early intelligence led to the 
shortening of the intervals of publication, and papers began to be dis- 
tributed twice or thrice in every week. Among these were the French 
Intelligencer, The DuUh Spy, The Irish Mercury, The Scots Dove, The 
Parliament Kite, and The Secret OuU. There were likewise weekly pa- 
pers of a humorous character, such as Mercurious Acheronticus or News 
from Hell; Mercurious Democritus, bringing wonderful news from the 
world in the moon ; The Laughing Mercury, with perfect news from 
the Antipodes ; and Mercurious Maslix, faithfully lashing all Scouts, 
Mercuries, Posts, Spies, and other intelligencers. On one side was, 
Tht Weekly Discover, and on the other, The Weekly Discover Stripped 
Naked, So important an auxiliary was the press considered, that each 
of the rival armies carried a printer along with it. The first news- 
paper published in Scotland was the Edinburgh Gazette, in 1699. 

Having shown the political use to which newspapers were turned 
during the civil war, we will now look at them in time of pence. 
After the restoration their contentions were lessened, but the diversity 
of their contents increased . The Kingdom's Intelligencer,vfhich was pub- 
lished in London in 1662, containedagrcater voriety of useful informa- 
tion than any of its predecessors ; it had a sort of obituary, notices of 
proceedings in Parliament, and in the lower Courts, Ac. Some curious 
advertisements also appeared in its columns, such as — " The Faculties 
office for grrTiting licenses (by Act of Parliament) to eat flesh in any 
part of England u still kept at St PauVs Chain, near St Paul's 
Charohyard.** It would appear that efforts had been made even at 
this early period to report parliamentary speeches, for we find by 
Lord Mountmcrres*a " History of the Irish Parliament,** that a warm 
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^elMte ooenrred in tluit body during the year 1662, relatireto the pro- 
prUty of allowing th« pabtioation of its debates in the Engliih dill^ 
nala, and the tpeaker in eonaequenee wrote to ,Sir Edward Hioholbt 
Seeretaiy of State, to enjoin a prohibition. 

In 1668 another paper ealled The L/UeBdgeneer, pnbHshed for fhe 
** satisiMtion and information of the people,*' was started by Baga 
L'Estrange. This renal author esponsed, with great warmth, the 
eanse of the Crown on all oeeasions ; and Mr. Kieholls tells ns th«t 
he infused into his newspapers more information, more entertsinmeiit, 
and more advertisements, than were contained in any fucoeedisg 
paper whaterer, previous to the reign of Queen Amu 

L*£(itrange continued his journal for two yean, but dropped it 
upon the aiq>earanee of the Isondm GaztUe, (first ealled the Oifmi 
Oazetie, owing to the earlier numbers being issued at Oxford, where 
the Court was then hol<ling and the Parliament sitting, in eonsequenee 
of the plague raging in London.) The first number was published oa 
the 4th of February, 1665. So life did tkese little books of reTiewM 
as they were ealled, become at this time, that between the years 1661 
and 1688, no less than scTcnty of them were published under ruAom 
titles ; some of them of the most fimtastic, and others of a Tciy sa^ 
castio description. For example, we hare th« Meratrius Fkm^ou, 
or the.Smoking Nocturnal ; Mereuruu Meretrix, Memmua KkajUman- 
thus; PuUie Occurrences irufy stated with eMowancel News fnm 
the Land of Chivalry ^ Iteing the pleasantest and delectaUe History^ and 
WonderfiU and Strange Adventures of Don Rugero de Stragmento 
Knight of the Squeaking Fiddlestick, 4«. Then when we get about 
the time of the famed Popish Plot, we haye The Weddy Visions oj 
the Popish Ptot; Discovery of the Mystery of Imquiiy, 4c. On thi 
12th of May, 1680, L'Estrange, who had then started a aeeond jpaiS" 
ealled The Ohservator, first exerdsed his authority aa licensor oi the 
press, by procuring to be issued a " proclamation for suppressing the 
printing and publishing unlicensed news books and pamphlets of 
news, because it has become a common practice for eril-dispoaed per- 
sons to vend to his Majesty's people all the idle and malieioug 
reports that they could collect or invent, contrary to law, the eon. 
tinuance whereof would, in a short time, endanger the peaoe of the 
kingdom, the same manifestly tending thereto, as has been declared 
by all his Majesty's subjects." The diarge for inserting {adTcrtise- 
ments, we learn from the Joekies MnteUigencar, 1688, to be a ihilUng 
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fyr a hone or ooaeh for notifieiition, And sixpence for renewing. Also, 
in the Obtervator Reformed, it is announced that adyertisements of 
eighi lines are inserted for one shilling; and Morphew's County 
Genilenum** ChurarU, two years afterwards, says : *' That seeing pro- 
motion of trade is a matter that ought to be encouraged, the price of 
adrertisements b advanced to 2d. per line." 

The publishers at this time, however, seem to have been some- 
times sorely puzzled for news to fill their sheets, small as they were ; 
but a few of them got over the difficulty in a sufficiently ingenious 
manner. Thus the Flying Post, in 1695, announces, that "If any 
gentleman has a mind to oblige his country friend or correspondent 
with the account of public affairs, he may have it for twopence of 
J. Salbbury, at the Rising Sun in Comhill, on a sheet of fine paper, 
half of which being blank, he may therein write his own private 
basinets, or the material news of the day." 

Another publisher, with less wit or more honesty than the former, 
had recourse to a curious enough expedient for filling his sheet ; 
whenever there was a dearth of news, he filled up the blank part with 
a portion of the Bible ; and in this way is said to have actually gone 
fhrough the whole of the New Testament, and the greater part of the 
Psalms of David. 

The first semi-weekly newspaper was the Public Mercury, also stated 
by Roger L'Estrange, at London, in 1665. At this period there was 
a censorship exercised over the press, which threatened a publisher 
with the pillory, with the loss of his ears, or with a brand of the let- 
ters '* S. L" (seditious libeller) upon his cheek, according to the dis- 
cretion of the government officials whose displeasure he incurred.. In 
1698 this censorship was partly abolished. Journalists were allowed 
to comment freely on all the topics of the day, but were required to 
be careful with regard to their allusions to the government or to 
members of Parliament— a departure from those terms subjected the 
publisher to the penalty of fine or imprisonment. 

This partial freedom encouraged editors and publishers, and now 
fairly began the newspaper — ^thc paper of Intelligence and of Opinion. 
The development of the press led those in power who feared it to 
(levise means for its restraint. They dared not employ force ; public 
opinion was4oo much in its favor. After much speculation and dis- 
eussion, pecuniary restraint was decided upon. Consequently we 
find it ordered, during the reign of Queen Ann, that all newspapers 
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should be stamped. Sreiy Joanisl pabKshed ftt intery«ls of leet 
than twenty-eight elear days, most be printed apon paper stamped 
by the goTenmient. Bat before this stamp eoiUd be impressed, the 
parties who required it,, had to appear before the solioitor of the 
stamp office, or his deputy, to make a deekrationaa to the persons who 
were the printen, proprietors and publishers of the paper, and enter 
into seenrities against libels. The smallest ehange of proprietordiip 
inrolred the neoesstty of a fresh deolaration; so did any change in 
the printing and publishing. There was a penalty for printing any 
newspaper before sneh declaration was made, aod for erery copy 
printed npon nnstamped paper, a farther penalty eoald be recorered. 
Thb imposition was with the avowed intention of *' cheeking the 
Ucentioosness of the Press ;** bat its real object was to prerent the 
spread of intelligence among the masses of the people, as the gor- 
emment considered the diffasion of knowledge would be pr^udieial 
to its interests. Althongh no general censorship was at this time 
exercised oyer the press, the jadges decided, that by the common 
law of England, no person onaathoriaed by the crown, had a right to 
publish political news. Violations of this rule were frequently oon- 
nired at by the goremment, under the pressure of formidable oppo- 
sition, and small sheets containing political news, were suffered to 
appear. In 1709 there were published in London, besides the Daify 
Courmtt (the first daily paper published in England, and which was 
estobUshed this year,) fifteen newspapers, of which twelrc were pub- 
lished three times a week, and three twice a week. 

Macaulay, in his brilliant History of England, states that at this pe- 
riod nothing approaching the character of the present newspaper 
existed. The Londom GazetU, the organ of Cbarles IL, seldom con- 
tained anything mors than a Tory address or two; notices of pnuno^ 
tion ; the description of a highwayman ; the announcement of a gnnd 
cock-fight, and a stray advertisement offering a reward for a lost do^. 
He states farther, that neither the necessary capital, skill, nor enter- 
prise existed ; and freedom, too, was wanting— a want as fiital as that 
of either capital or skill. In 1788, London had three daily and tea 
tri-weekly papers, but their total eireulation did not amount to two 
thousand copies. The first considerable incr«ase in the eiiwilatioii 
of any of the London papers, was caused by the lamous Letten of 
Jumtu. These Ictteit were published in WcodfiUPs IhUy PuUie Ad-^ 
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weriUer, hy whieh the eireoktion of this pftp«r was fnereased twelTt 
per cent. In the year 1771 H was neeessaiy to print 1760 oopies of 
tlie number in which the letter to King George II. was pnblished. 

In the year 1788 the London Times (now the leading journal of 
BuTope) was established by John Walter, a man of tact and enter- 
prise, who was well aeqnainted with the practical details of his busi- 
ness. The Times immediately took leading rank. It was at first 
printed logographically — ^that is by using types of words instead of 
letters; but after thorough trial, this plan was finally abandoned. It 
was an Actiye newspaper. Money and energy were judiciously ex- 
pended to procure the latest intelligence ; and its subscription list so 
largely increased, that upon a hand-press, which only threw off 240 
ikeets an hour, the whole edition could not be worked before the 
pablication of the evening papers, which appropriated whatever 
Talaable news this journal had secured. Two forms were set up and 
two presses were employed, and with extra efforts five hundred sheets 
an hour were issued — and yet the Times, at great cost, supplied 
the evening papers with important news. It was therefore largely 
interested in the mechanical improvements of printing presses. In 
1790 tiie practicability of printing with a cylindrical machine was 
demonstrated, but the plan was not reduced to practice till 1811. In 
tills year a steam printing press was invented by Herr K&nig, a Ger- 
man, whieh struck off 1000 impressions in an hour. A speed of 4000 
impressions an hour was soon after gained ; and later improvements 
in English steam presses have given them a speed of 12,000 sheets 
per hour. Steam, as a " Pressman,** was violently opposed by the 
journeymen printers of London. Among the greatest difficulties Mr« 
Walter had to overcome, as tlie pioneer in the employment of steam 
presses, was the bitter antagonism which arrayed itself against him 
in hb own establishment. 

With its steam presses, being able to supply the highest demand, 
the THmes acquired new reputation for enterprise, and its daily circu- 
lation in the year 1815 amounted to five thousand copies per day. In 
twenty years, from 1815 to 1835, the Tines circulation had only in- 
creased to ten thousand copies, but in the following ten years from 
1885 to 1845, the circulation increased to nearly twenty-five thousand 
copies. As the circulation of the Times increased, that of all the 
other London dailies diminished. According to the returns of the 
•tamp office, the yearly eircnlation of the Times in 1850 exceeded by 
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four and m half mOlioiiB of eopict the aggregate eirenlation of all tha 
their London dailies, whieh was not quite 7,500,000, while the num- 
ber of stamps issaed and paid for by the Times (for regular editions 
and supplements) was 11,900,000. In 1858 the 7^ ic« eircnlated mora 
than three-fifths of all the dailies issaed in Great Britain. 

The stamp tax and advertisement dnty oontribated as mneh to the 
predominanee of the Times as enterprise* or talent. The advertise- 
ment dnty was levied without regard to eirenlation, and eonsequenUy 
the Times had an advantage over all eompetitors. An advertiser 
in any paper had to pay a dnty of thirty-six eents daily to the Got- 
emment, eonseqnently every business man advertised in the Times^ 
beeause advertising in it, even at a high priee, was cheaper than ad- 
vertising in other journals at the lowest priee ; and every busineaa 
man took the Times, becanse in its eolunms alone could he find in tlie 
widest and most varied form the information he required. 

The Times is a joint stock concern. Its principal editor is rather 
a manager than a writer. Many of the cleverly written editorials, for 
whieh the Times is renowned, are written by Lords, Commoners, 
Counsellors, or literary men, who are employed for special occasions. 
But quite independently of contribnton of this character, it has upon 
itseditorial staff the ablest writers of the age, upon every subject 
whieh comes within the range of newspaper discussion. The most 
powerful and finished productions, even as literary performances, are 
to be daily found in its editorial columns, while as political essays th^ 
command tiie attention of Europe. 

The office of the Times, as almost everybody knows, is located in 
'^ Printing House Square," and probably inmost everybody has im- 
agined that ''Printing House Square*' is s large and noisy plaes in 
some busy thoroughfare of London, and that the Times office would, 
of course, be in some locality where it could at least be easOy Ibond. 
Such, however, is not the case, and without a map, and constant in- 
quiry, it would be almost impossible for a stranger to find it, STsa 
when placed within a block of the office. Striking towards th* 
Thames from off Ludgate Hill, in the vicinity of Blackfriar^s bridge, 
and threading half a doaen narrow streets, and when near the riTer 
yon come upon a little triangular space, from pne side of which rises 
s dingy looking brick building, over the door of which is s little 
sign, **The Times office,*' and underneath, the arnu of Engknd. 1%. 
ia a perfect solitude, within three minntes' walk of one of the gien% 
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MteriM.of London. Upon ontering, yon mn ohown into >« ■ 
room, eallod ** tlio finiahing room.** In tliit room th« fenni mn all 
mrndt vp, the galleys being bronght down from the oompoetng roomi 
and the one adjoining for that pnrpoee .Here are left oyer the galleya 
of matter and adrertiaemeati, of the latter of which there are often 
aix^ or aoTenty eolnmna, for which space cannot be found eren 
in the immimie double aheet which ia daily pabliahed. Each day 
•bont two thonaaad adrertiaementa are taken in at the office, which ia 
alongaide of thia " finiahing room/* and which ia deroted czclnaiTcly 
to the reception of advertiaementa — abont fifteen hundred different 
once go into the paper daily, making np frmn eight to ten pagea 
of the aizteen printed. Abont aix eolnmna of theae are daily adrer 
tiaementi of aerrante wantbg placea. Theae are charged eighteen- 
pence each, (equal to 86 cente) and are limited to three linea, many 
of them being rewritten after coming to the office, and made to con- 
form to the preacribed form. Ko difference in price ia made on ac- 
•ount of any additional number of inaertiona. In the adjoining room 
the '*day eompoaitora ** work upon, the aecond edition of the 
paper, which ia printed at half-paat twelve o'clock, and containa, in 
addition to the morning newa, the letter of the Paria correapondent, 
and auch foreign matter aa arrirea in the morning mail There are 
fifty compoeitora employed in thia department, and who, after the 
cTcning edition ia worked ofl^ go to work upon the adrertiaementi, 
while there are aerenty compoeitora employed upon the night work, 
making in all one hundred and twenty compoeitora. To correct their 
matter there are employed twenty-four proof readera, one-half for the 
day and the othet for the night. 

The morning edition of the Timet Tariea from aixty to aerenty 
thouaand copiea, and in order to aarc the time in printing, and the ez- 
penae of aetttng up an extra form, a duplicate of the original form ie 
made in the foundry, to be worked on one preaa, while the original it- 
aelf ia on the other. Thia ii effected in the following manner : The 
form being brought down here, a pulp of fapier mmeke^ prepared by 
aome accret proceaa, ia apread on it, and beaten into it with a large 
heaTy bruah. Thia proceea and the hardening of the mould, oocupiea 
but a minute and a haU^ and when it ia taken off the form, it of 
aourae, pieeenta a perfect fiie simiU of the form itaelt It ia then 
placed in a aort of a preaa, and while yet pliable ia ahaped in the cir- 
eular form which it ia neceaaary the forma ahould hare to acoommo- 
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dat^ tliemselrttj to the eylinder '^refees/aia then the molten type 
metal is poured in, and in two minntes more it is eooled, and, being 
taken ont of the monld, the imperfections which have occnrred in the 
casting, are rectified, and in half an hont this form is ready for the 
press. It wonld require the work of seventy men seven hours to 
effect the same purpose as this little piece of work— which is done in 
thirty minutes. 

Thia paper nutehe proceiB of moulding has been in use in the 
Times oflice about six years. The secret of the compontion is 
known only to the discoverer, an Italian named Dalegani, who lives 
In London, and who brings the prepared pulp to the Times oflBee 
every evening. He has not been able to procure a patent for his in- 
vention, it being alleged that it is only an improvement upon the 
ancient method of stereotyping with plaster moulds. They say they 
find the composition superior in eveiy respect to plaster, it being 
much [cleaner, and not injuring the fiuse of the type so much.' Six 
duplicates may be taken firom one of these moulds before it is burnt 
through. The last page, oontaming the leading article of the Times, 
is sent down to the foundiy about four o*cIock in the morning, and 
At a quarter past six the impression is otL 

The paper is furnished from four paper mills, the property of the 
proprietors of the Times, and is made entirely of linen. Nine tons, 
or ninety thousand sheets of this paper, are used doily, and there is 
only room in the establishment to keep a three days* supply on hand. 
A sheet costs the proprietors a penny and a &rthing and a fraction, «o 
that the two sheets on which the paper is printed, witii Uie du^, 
eost fully three pence, (or six cents,) the price at which the paper, 
after it is printed, is sold to the newsmen — ^tiie profits, of course, then 
must be derived entirely from advertitements, and the addition to 
the dreulation of the paper is no direct pecuniary advantage. 

The eveniug edition is worked off upon two of Applegarth*s eight 
eylmder vertical presses. These certainly are most beautiful pieces of 
machinery. Four pages of the circular forms are screwed on to an 
upright cylinder, which forms the centre of the huge machme, whicli, 
in all its parts, is about thirty feet hi diameter. Then ranged around 
a platform above, are eight pairs of feedmg rollers, which take the 
sheet, and, conveying it to the cylinder, pass it round it, and then, \gy 
means of rollers and tapes, pass it back directiy under the feedui|[f 
loUert, where it entered, and where the fly-boy sits to take it olt la 
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. this way eight sheets am turned off from the press each seeond and a 
half, amounting to twelye thousand five hundred an hour — ^the two 
presses in the morning, in two hours, printing fifty thousand sheets. 
These presses haye been in operation since 1848, and haye neyer been 
out of order but onoe, when a Prussian officer, who was examining 
one of them a little too minutely, had the cape of his cloak caught in 
the main cylinder, and would himself haye followed it, had he not re- 
tained sufficient presence of mind to unclasp his outer garments, 
which he must haye done with lightning-like quickness. As it was, 
his cloak was torn into yeiy small rags. There was no second edition 
of the Times that day, and the proprietors were subjected to a little 
bill of repairs, amounting to £300. These machines cost £8000 each, 
and are superintended by the brother of the inyentor. Each one re- 
quires sixteen men to feed and fly it 

In the adjoining room are two of Hoe^s ten cylinder presses. 
These were built in Manchester, and one has been in use for three or 
four years, and the other has been employed later. These arc used 
for printing the adyertising pages, which go on at seyen o'clock in 
the eyening, and the first side of the news, which commences at two 
in the morning. These machines cost £6000 each. They throw off 
each 16,400 impressions an hour, and haye been made to print 20,000. 

From the press room you enter the ** publishing room.*' The 
edition of the Times is all sold to newsmen, and the proprietors have 
nothing to do with furnishing subscribers with the paper. No mail- 
ing is done at the office, neither are the names of subscribers taken 
there. Should a person in America send a draft or the money to the 
London Times office for a year's subscription, the order would be im- 
mediately handed oyer to a newsman. The principal one of these iu 
liondon is a man nimcd Smith, who takes daily from the Times office 
twenty-four wagon loads — about twenty-eight thousand papers a day. 
He gets sixteen thousand of these at half-past five in the morning to 
send off to his agents and subscribers all over England by the first train, 
About 19,000 only of the edition of the Times is circulated in Lon- 
don. The newsmen pay three pence each for the papers, and sell them 
for four pence. The newsmen order their papers the day beforehand, 
and no more are printed than they call for. The publishing office 
presents a yeiy lively scene. The most spacious portion of it is in 
front of the counter, and here are two or three hundred boys waiting for 
papers. They are counted from behind by a young man who counts 
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three hundred pftpen a minnte, and the boys fold them on the tables 
in front 

The receipts for Advertisements are about £250,000, or a million 
and a quarter of dollars annually, and the receipts for tiie paper about 
the same. . The receipts for the sale of the paper, being cancelled by 
the actual cost of the raw material, of course amount to nothing, and 
there is an expense of about £100,000 a year required to carry on the 
establishment, leaving therefore a profit of £150,000, or seven hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars per annum. Three hundred and fifty men 
are employed in the various departments, from the editor down to the 
fly boy. Twenty of these are Parliamentaiy reporters, engaged in 
reporting the debates. These each take notes fifteen minutes at a 
time, and then retire to a room in the rear of the reporters' gallery to 
write them out, and four cabs are kept constantly running during the 
time of session between the London TinuM office and the houses of 
Parliament, to bring the copy which these indefiMigable workers 
fomish. 

An illustration of the secret machineiy of the Tinut is given in a 
book on England, by Mr. Tezier. One of their stafl^ who was devoted 
to the study of sewerage, enjoyed a yearly income of $17,000, while 
apparently loitering through the cities of the eontinent on a tour of 
inspection, and during two years did not in all that time write a single 
word for the paper. One day the question of dust heaps and salu- 
brity in general came before the House of Commons, when he at 
once laid pen to paper, and in a series of powerful leaders so sim- 
plified the science of the matter, that at once the public and their 
representatives were forced as it were into the proper course. 

The correspoodents of the Times in the principal cities of EaropCy 
are generally men of uncommon shrewdness and of political as well aa 
literary ability. The letters of Russell, (an Irishman^ who was their 
correspondent in the Crimea during the late Russian war, were read 
with the greatest interest all over the world, and were pronouoeed 
by all to be models of vivid descriptive letter writing It ia pi«- 
fumed that the Times has always prepared beforehand biographieal 
sketches of all the leading men of Europe, whoee advanced age ren- 
ders tlieir death a circumstance likely to occur at any moment When 
the poet Rogers died, a biographical sketch appeared in the Times^ 
which, it is sUted, was written twenty years previously by a man who 
died Mveral years before the poet 
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The Times is not modest in mention of itself, bnt it studiously 
EToids mention of Any other papers, and never deigns to reply to the 
attaobs of its eotemporaries. 

The rednetton of the newspaper stamp duty took plaee in 1886, 
and the partial reduction of th^adtertisement duty in the same year. 
The total number of stamps issued in Great Britain, in 1835, 
was 85,823,859 ; in 1837 (the year next after the reduction) the 
amount was 58,897,926. 

In 1853 the advertisement duty was wholly removed, and we find 
that the number of stamps issued for the year ending April, 1854t 
was little short of 90,000,000, showing clearly that the reduction of 
the stamp duty, causing a corresponding reduction in the price of the 
papers, was the immediate cause of an enlargement of their eireula- 
lation. The only tax that now remained was the impost stamp tax. 

When the Committee of the House of Commons reported on the 
advertisement duty, it declared the law relating to the stamp duty in 
an unsatisfactory state. Public opinion was strongly opposed to the 
stamp tax, and in various ways the law was evaded. In 1854-*5 the 
the war in the Crimea created an unusual demand for news, and war 
papers wore publiBhed in many of the large towns. Prosecutions 
were ordered to require chem to become stamped, but the publish- 
ers defied the Government and went on. Public attention was di- 
rected anew to the stamp act Associations were got up to promote 
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WM mSM ** OhtflM Dnral, or tlM.BMigiiuai*f Daughter,*' ^and wm 
■old wiUioot Anjr.obttmetaoiif. If « premiam wm wanted on ignor- 
aiiee» dronkenneM Mid erime, it eonld not be more effeetoallj eeeurod 
Um bj eneh meeae. In Perlioment, Sir Edward Bnlwer Ljtton ex- 
eited bimaelf in the eante. The repeal of the impoet etamp aet pat 
in pern £460,000 annual reyenne, bnt the Chaneellor of the Exeho- 
qner took the riek, and after a warm debate a bill passed the Honae 
of Commona, wm endoraed in tilenee by the Honee of Lords, and on 
the 16th day of Jane, 1866, it reeeired the royal signatnre. After an 
oppreedTe life of 144 years, from 1711 to 1866, died an Engliah 
'^institation,** whieh had been deyised "to eheek the lieentionsneae 
of the Press,** bnt whieh had eheeked the spread of intelligence, and 
nsefiil information among the people. 

A new generation most spring np'before the newspaper will have 
gained the position it is entitled to among sneh an aotive and 
oommereial people ; and all classes will hare then learned to appr^ 
«iate the newspaper as a home companion. 



XRTRODVCnON AND PROORES8 OF IVBWBPAPERS 
' IN AMBRIGA. 

Tn reader win recollect that in ovr article on the ^« Origin and 
Progress of the Art of Printing'* we stated, that the first printing 
press set np in North America was at Cambridge, Mass., in the year 
1629. In 1660 another press was sent OTcr from EhgUmd by tho 
Corporation to aid in propagatmg the Oospd among the Indians m 
Kew England. This press was designed solely for the pnrpoee of 
printing the Bible and other books in the Indian langoage. On its 
arriTal it was carried to Camliridge, and employed m the printu^ 
house already esUblished there. The fkthers of Massachnsetts kept 
a watehfol eye on the press, and in neither a religious nor eiril point 
of Tiew were they disposed to gire it much Uberty. Both the ciyil 
and ecclesiastical rulers were fearful that if it was not cnder whole- 
some restraints, contentions and heresies would arise among the peo- 
ple. In 1662 the goremment of M assaehusetU appointed licensers of 
the press; and afterwards, hi 1664, passed a Uw that •« no printing 
•hould be aUowed in any town within the Jurisdiction, except ia 
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Cambridge.** Kor eonld mything be printed there bnt what the 
goTeroment permitted through their agents, who were empowered 
for tl^ purpose. Offender! against these regulations were subjeot to 
bo disfranchised of their privilege of printing thereafter, and their 
presses were to be forfeited. In a short time this law was so far re- 
pealed as to permit the use of a press at Boston. A person was ap- 
pointed to eondaet it, who was responsible to the licensers, whose 
business it was to inspect its proceedings. The first newspaper issued 
in America was published at Boston, on the 24th day of April, 1704, 
by John Campbell, a Scotchman, who was a bookseller and the post- 
master of Boston.. It was called the Boston News Letter, and the 
publisher set forth its claims in the following style : " This Neuss Letter 
is to be continued weekly ; and all persons who haye any Houses, 
Lands, Tenements, Farms, Ships, Vessels, Goods, Wares, or Mer- 
chandize, etc., to be sold or Itt ; or servants run awiiy; or Goods 
stole, or lost, may have the same inserted at a reasonable rate, from 
twelve pence to five shillings, and not to exceed ; who may agree 
with John Campbell, Postmaster." 

In size it was twelve inches by eight, made in two pages folio, with 
4!wo colunms on each page. Sometimes the Nevos Letter hail one adver- 
tisement—often none. When fourteen years established it had gained 
m circulation of three hundred copies, and then the enterprising pub- 
lisher announced, that the sheet being too small to keep up with the 
foreign news, he should issue an extra sheet every fortnight Some 
time after he announced to his subscribers, that in five months more 
they might expect to be furnished with all arrearages of intelligence 
from the Old World, ** needful to be known in those parts." Two 
years later Mr. Campbell gave notice, that the News Letter would be 
printed on a whole sheet of letter paper, one half of which would be 
blank, so that the purchaser might write his own private letter* 
thereon. 

Boston has the credit not only of publishing the first newspaper 
in America, but also the second. It was started by William Brooker, 
who was appointed postmaster instead of Mr. Campbell. It was 
called the Boston Gazette^ and it was published December 21st, 1719, 
on a half sheet foolscap size. The News Letter took offense at the 
** introductory advertisement" of the Gazette, and thereupon began 
the first '* American Newspaper war." 

**The third American newspaper was published on the following 
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d«y, (Deceniber 22a, 1719,) in PbiMelphia, in tli« priflting dfl!o6 
whieh Willism Bradford had iestahlished, and then onder the manage, 
ment of his ton. The next newspaper that appeared was on the 17th 
Angnst, 1721, and was also established at Boston, by James Franklin 
brother to him who made the name immortaL It was ealled the Ifew 
Bi^gUnd Caurani. Mr. Franklin, in gixing his reasons for a third 
paper in Boston, hinted that Campbell's Neiot LeUer was "a dall 
Tehiole of intelligence,'* wherenpon Campbell insinuated that Frank- 
lin was "Jack of all trades and good at none." The Courani re- 
sponded in what the News Letter calls " hobbling Terse." This con- 
troTersy stimulated Campbell to publish the News Letter for two 
months on a whole sheet. 

The Ccurant soon became remarkable for its bold independent 
course. A society or club was formed, who furnished essays for the 
paper, which were evidently written by men of talent, attacking pei^ 
sons in office, the clergy, and the preruling religious opinions- 
These essays attracted general notice, and th^ paper soon had warm 
adrocates and zealous opponents, and finally roused tWs attention and 
interference of the Oovemment. Br. Increase Mather openly de~ 
nonoced the CourtaU by au address to the public, which appeared in' 
the Bostcn Gazette. Before the Ckntrant had been printed a yefla>, 
Franklin was imprisoned by order of the Ooremment, in the com- 
mon jail, where he remained four weeks. After his release from 
prison, the dub was encouraged to proceed with increased boldness- 
which led to a further interference of the OoTcmment; and it wns 
** thereupon ordered, that James Franklin, the printer and publisher, 
be strictly forbidden by this Court to print or publish the KewSng. 
land Courant, or any pamphlet or paper of the like nature, except 
it be first supervised by the Seeretaiy of this ProTince, and the Jns- 
tises of His Majesty's Sessions of ths Pesee far the County of Suffolk, 
at their next adjournment, be^rected to take sufficient bonds of said 
Franklin for his good behavior for twelve months time.*' Franklin 
published the Courani, notwithstanding, on the followmg Monday, 
without submitting its contents to the Secretary. For this neglect m 
bill of indictment was preferred to the Grand Jury against him for 
sootemptof an order of the Court The Juiy returned ** JJpiortanu'* 
SB the bill, and he was put under bonds for his good behavior, pur- 
suant to the order of the Oeneral Court. In consequence of this 
sitnationof ailkirs, it was determined to altsr the imprint by leaving 
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OQt the word JameSf and iii8ertmg4hat of Benjamin, in order to eyade 
th« aot ThiB WM carried into immediate effect, and the Courani 
purported to be " printed and sold by Benjamin Franklin, in Qncen 
Street," althongh he waa a minor and an apprentice to hia brother. 
The Courani was pnbliahed in the name of Benjamin Franklin, for 
some time after he left his brother and, for anything that appears, 
vntil its publication was discontinued in 1727. 

The BosUm Nevos Letter was discontinued in 1776, haying been 
regularly published for 72 years ; and the Boston Gazette was dis- 
continued in 1752. From 1704 to 1767, there were eleven news- 
papers started in Boston. These papers were generally printed on 
« half-sheet folio ; the first printed on a whole sheet was the Adver- 
Hser, established in 1757. The first semi-weekly newspaper was the 
Boston ChronUte, which appeared in 1768. It strongly sympathized 
with the British Government, and though it began under favorable 
auspices, and at the start had a good list of subscribers, it died in 
1770 for want of support. In 1775 the Government of the Province, 
by order of the British Parliament, required all newspapers to pay 
« duty of one half-penny on each sheet In 1770 efforts were made 
to establish a tri-weekly at Boston called the Massachusetts Spy, 
which was contniued for a short time as a tri-weekly, next as a semi- 
weekly, and finally was merged into The Massachusetts Spy, "a 
weekly political and commercial paper, open to all parties, but in- 
fluenced by none." It was printed on a whole sheet, royal size folio, 
four columns a page, and was published by Isiah Thomas. 

This paper was earnestly opposed to the Colonial Government, 
and aided in no small degree in preparing the public mind for the im- 
portant events of 1776. The publisher was burnt in effigy in North 
Carolina, and was threatened with tar and feathers by a company of 
British soldiers, which paraded in front of his house. The Spy was 
published in Boston until 1775, when events, which the publisher had 
hastened, prevented its publication. In the meantime, Thomas secretly 
sent a press and types to Worcester, Mass., where he resumed the pub- 
lication of the paper under the title of The Massachusetts Spy and 
Oracle of American Liberty, It was continued during the revolution- 
ary war, and at its close was enlarged. In the " olden times*' some 
of the wags had an ingenious device for extracting amusement from 
the columns of the dullest newspaper. In the Massachusetts Sentind» 
Saturday, August 5, 1786, one **Ned Lovefun" informs the editor 
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of the ** important secret;^* his plan was eroas-reading, or readidg 
two eokunna together onward ; and he gave the following specimens : 
'«The old continental, it is said, will be called in-— ^** «« Whieh 
wOl be sold at 28s. per barrel.*' ''His Ezeelleney has issued a pro- 
clamation forbidding—-'* ** All persons trusting Holly, wife of the 
snbeeriber.** *' A warrant is issued for the execution of—'* ''The 
whole order of lawyers, to a man we hear.'* " Dr. li. Norton's pills 
cu re ■ . " ** Damaged furniture, broken chairs,** Ac, Ac ** Yester- 
day a man fell Tiolently in love with ^ "West India and New 

England rum, and other articles." ** The person who lately hung 

himself was one ^" ** Benedict Arnold, lately arrived at Haliiax." 

In 1810 there were thirty-two newspapers published in Hassa- 
bhusetts. 

We haTo referred to the first newspaper published in Philadelphia, 
and which was the third in the American Oolonics. The aecond 
paper started in Philadelphia was called Ths Universal Itutrudor ta 
mil the ArtM mU Seitnees. It appeared in December, 172a At the 
end of nine months it had one hundred subscribers ; and in its 
fortieth number it was bought by Benjamin Franklin, who was then a 
journeyman printer in Philadelphia. Franklin changed the title to 
The Pauuyltama Gaxeite, with the additional title— ** Containing the 
freshest advices, Foreign and DomesUck.'* A copy of this paper, 
No. 665, dated September 10, 1741, is preserved in the libraiy of 
The New York Tribune. It is printed in small type on both aides of 
an ordinary-siaed sheet of letter paper, each page being divided into 
two colunms, and at the bottom of the fourth j^hge is the following 
imprint : " Philadelphia : Printed by B. Franklin, Post Master, at the 
New Printing Office near the Karket." The first and second pagea 
ooatain news from London, dated June 18 (being then three months 
old.) "The freskesi advices" from Boston are dated Auguat 81 
(being ten days old.) Altogether the paper in its best estate would not 
equal any village sheet which our country now produces. Through 
the politeness of the librarian, we have copied from the third and 
fourth pages the following advertisements, of which there were 
twelve idtogether :

Stock with a Silrer Clasp, a pair of osnabrigs Trowsers and Breeches, an osoabrigs 
Shirt, a striped woollen Cap, square to*d shoes, and an old Hat ; He took with him 
a red double breasted stroud Wastcoat lined with blue shalloon and trimM with 
black, he is a Fidler, and took his Fiddle with him, and uses the Bow with his Left 
Hand.

"TO BE SOLD. A Likely servant Man, by trade a Barber, has Ave years to

to serve. Enquire of the Printer hereof." 

** HUGH ROBERTS is now ximovkd with his sign of the Pipb Into Market-street; 
to the House whvre his Father Edward Roberts, lately dwelt, opposite to the End 
of the Butchers Stalls and Presbyterian Meeting House." 

** RUN iWATTHi 24th Instant fiom RoBinLambom of London-grove town- 
■hip In Chester County, an Irish Servant Man named Darby Morgan, aged about 
18 or 20 Years, has very short sandy oolour'd Hair ; Had on a felt Hat about half 
worn, a dark colour*d Cloth Coat with linsey lining, new homespun Shirt with 3 
Button-holes in the Collar and no Buttons, Tow Trowsers with a broad Hem at the 
Bottom, new strong shoes with single Soles and large square steel Buckles. 

** Whoever secures the said Servant : so that his Master may have him again, 
ahaU hare Twenty Shniiogs Reward, and reasonable Charges, paid by 

" Robert Lambom."

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[From the foregoing Ouetom House retimiA, an Idea may be formed 
of the commerce of Philadelphia, for the week endinff September 1(^ 
1741. It will be seen that there were two sloops and one brieantine 
entered for the week; and the extent of this commerce will be still 
better understood when it is borne in mind that ships in those daya 
were not much larger than sloops of the present In contrast with 
the aboTC we gixe the arriyals, for one day, in March, 1861, mt the 
same port, tIz. : four steamships, five ships, four barks, three brigs, 
and twenty-one schooners.] 

These annonncements now seem Tciy odd, and no one conld find 
the places to which they refer. It is exactly 140 years once they 
related to the daily occmrences of onr ancestors ; and who can say, 
considering the gigantic strides in the deyelopment of, and the 
Tast improvementa daily taking place in, Newspaper Journalism, 
that one hundred and forty years hence a description of the newspa- 
pers of our owp day may not present as peculiar a subject for consi- 
deration as that of Benjamin Franklin? In 1776, the Gazette went 
into mourning, on account of the stamp act, imposed by the British 
Parliament. Franklin continued the paper till 1766, when it passed 
into other hands ; it was discontinued in 1804, haying been published 
seyenty-six years. Before the royolution there were thirteen news- 
papers started in Philadelphia, of which six were printed in German. 
When the British army occupied Philadelphia, the printers were driyen 
out, except James Humphreys and James Robertson — ^these parties 
published the Ledger, a semi-weekly paper, until the king*s troops 
eyacuatcd. One of the papers thus driyen out was the Packet^ then 
published by James Dunlap ; but it was continued at Lancaster, Pa., 
till the American forces gained possession of Philadelphia, when it . 
was re-established there, and issued twice a week, and soon after 
three times a week. This experiment was not successful, and it was 
agam published only twice a week. In 1788, Dunlap sold out to D. 
C. Glaypoole, who, in 1784, issued it daily, and thus became the pub- 
lisher of the first daily newspaper printed in the United Statca. In 
1810, Pennsylyania had seyenty-one newspapers. 

In the year 1686 the goyemor of the province' of New York re- 
ceived orders from James II. not to allow a printing press within his 
jurisdiction. Consequently, we find that pamphlets or papers on po- 
litical or other occasions of excitement, were printed in Massschnsetta 
or Philadelphia until 1608. The first newspaper published in Kew 
York was issued on the 16th day of October, 1726. It was called the 
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New York OagetU* The seeond was started by Joseph Zerger, on 
the 6th NoTember, 1783, and was called th^ Weekly JoumaL When 
the Jeumal had been published eight or nine years, it seldom had 
more than two adyertisements — ^rarely half a doxen. In 1734, Zeiger 
was arrested for publishing seditions libels, and was denounced as 
" Zerger Ignoramus." Upon his trial he was found ** not guilty ;'* 
and, after having lain in prison for eight months, was set free. An- 
drew Hamilton defended him with so much eloquence that the cor- 
poration voted him <* the freedom of the city." Zeiver died in 1746. 
His widow, who announced herself as Catherine Zeigcr, continued 
the paper for two years, when she resigned it to her son John, who 
published it until 1762. 

The Stamp Act came into force in New York December 1, 1766, 
and was continued until January, 1760. 

In 1743, the title of the New York Gazette was changed to the 
Weekly Poet Boy, published by James Parker. In 1766, the pro- 
prietors of the Post Boy published an article which gave offence to 
the authorities of the province, and they were thrown into prison for 
•even days, required to beg pardon, and give np the name of the 
writer. On the 7th of November, 1766, the Post Boy came out, in 
large type, with the following additional title : ** The united voice of 
all His Majesty*s free and loyal subjects in America — Liberty, Pro- 
per^, and no Stamps." 

From 1766 to 1766, eight different papers were started in New 
York province, all of which were pubUshed in this city. The first 
newspaper which appeared out of the city was published in Albany, 
in 1772, by Alex, and James Robertson,, entitled the Post Boy, 
While the British army were in occupation of this city, during the 
Revolutionary war, the following newspapers were published, and sup- 
plied news daily under the following arrangem^t : *' Rivington*s Royal 
Gazette, on Wednesday and Saturday ; Hugh Gaines*s Mercury, on 
Monday; Robertson, Mill A Hicks*s Royal American Gazette^ on 
Tuesday and Thursday, and Lewis's New York Mercury, on Friday. 
All these journals were published under the sanction of the British 
eommander-in-chisf, but none of the printers but Rivington (who 
held a government appointment) assumed the title of ** Printer to the 
King." At the conclusion of the war, he discarded the *' royal arms,"* 
and his paper assumed the title of the New York Gazette and Universal 
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It was not until eixty^one yean alter the first newspaper was 
started in New York oity« that a regular daily paper was established; 
John Greenleaf, in 1787, assnmed the publioation of the Independent 
Gazette, (hitherto published by John Holt,) and issued a daily, under 
the title of The New York Journal and Register. It contained about 
one-tenth of the matter of any of the principal daily papers of the 
present time, was a folio of four colunms on each page, and published 
at $6 a year. 

A glance at the number of the first of our New York dailies, for 
Kay 8, 1788, not only throws light upon the condition of the prees 
at that period, but affords us interesting information as to the general 
condition of literature, trade, commerce, etc., of our city. 

The whole number of advertisements in this number is thirty- 
aight, occupying fully two-thirds of the paper. The Anwriean Magra- 
zwe^ the American Museum, and other publications,, such as books, 
pamphlets and tracts, for sale at the office of the . publisher, fully 
cover one-half the advertising columns, leaving for the general mer- 
cantile advertising of the city not as much as would fill two columns 
of any of our present dailies. We find freely advertised pamphlets 
commending or condenming the Federal ConstitutioDi then recently 
formed, but not fully ratified. Two rival lines of stsges were adver- 
tised to carry passengers to Philadelphia, from " Powle*s Hook," Jer- 
City, for ** Three Spanish Milled Dollars.** Among the advertiaere 
were one broker, one dentist, one washerwoman, two dealers in diy 
goods, and one firm engaged in manu&etnring ** patent composition 
fim-light.'* There were, of course, no steamboats, railroads or tele- 
graphs in those days, not even a regular line of sailing vessels leaw- 
ing New York for any foreign port The foreign news was received 
via St. Eustatia. 

The New York Gazette was established in 1788, by Mr. M. Leon* 
and was continued up to 1840, when its subscription list was pur^ 
ehased by the proprietors of the Journal of Commerce, which was 
started in 1827. In 1794, the Commercial Advertiser was commenced ; 
and the New York Evening Post was established in 1801. In 18IO, 
New York State had only sixty-six newspapers, fourteen of whieb 
were published in this city. In 1816, there were seven daily papers 
in New Yoik, their aggregate circulation amounting to 9000 copies, 
only two of which are in existence at the present time, via.: the (Jbna- 
wureial Advertiser aad the Evening Past. In 1820, then wcie aiglkt 
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fUily piLpen,-irith an Average circiilation of 1,850 each, in which year, 
it may be mentioned, the Conunareial Advertiser and Evening Post 
had each a oireulation of 2,000. Although these two joumalB 
* were the principal commercial papers of that day, they gave but a 
laint idea of what was going on in the world aroand them ; being ex- 
dnsively dcToted to advertisements, they seldom contained more 
than a few paragraphs of foreign and domestic news, besides the 
•hipping intelligenco. 

In 1820, Colonel William L. Stone became proprietor of the Com- 
mercial Advertiser (preyionsly owned and edited by Zachariah Lewis), 
and was edited by bim for more than twenty years afterwards. The 
Evening Post was ably edited by William Coleman (so distiDgiushed 
among New York editors) subsequently to 1820. The principal part 
of the advertisements came from annual advertisers, who paid $30 or 
$40 a year. Papers were sold at the offices for six cents, each, but 
until the establishment of the penny press, sales by newsboys were 
unknown. The number of papers published in Kew York City in 
1880 was sixty-four, and in the State forty. In this year there were 
but seven daily papers published in the State of |?ew Yorki via : 
three in Albany, two in Troy, and two in Rochester. 

Between the years 1885 and 1840, the American Press, but particn- 
larly the New York City Press, inaugurated an era of dist^iguished 
enterprise. A revolution began in the policy of newspaper manage- 
ment, by which it was sought to secure profits from advertisements 
rather than subscriptions. The person ~to whom the merit of this 
idea is due was a medical student, named Horatio B. Sheppard, who 
was not in any way connected with newspapers. In 1880 he dis- 
cussed, in all the printing-offices in New York, the practicability of 
introducing penny papers, and was laughed at for his " folly." 
Though he met with opposition and ridicule, he did not abandoo his 
project; and in the latter part of 1832 he persuaded Francis Story, a 
printer, to join him as publisheri and Horace Greeley to actas editor, 
mnd«on the 1st day of January, 1883, they published The Morning 
Post, This project was put into execution under unfavorable aus- 
pices, when the newspaper was merely a thing of business, not of 
general information or of popular interest, and when the sale of 
papers by newsboys was not in vogue. The first week this paper 
was sold for two cents, the second week the price was reduced to one 
eent» and tb« third day of that week it died for want of support. Nine 
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montba after the deaOi of the Pat. BenJAftia Dvij, then • Joonit 7. 
man printer, eoaghttoeeeure pemument emplojment by pnbliehing * 
cheap paper at small ezpeDee, and on the 28d of September, 1883, 
luoed the first namber of the New York Sun, He wrote bis own • 
editorials, made his own seleetions, and, with the assistasee of a boj, 
** set up his type and worked his paper." About six hundred copies 
were printed at first, which were sold to newsboys and carriers at 62^ 
cents per hundred. The experiment warranted the employment of 
extra help, and Mr. Day employed O. W. Wiener, who subsequently 
became a partner, and in a short time attracted mueh attention to the 
Sunhy his piquant police reports. The Sun soon bcMme popular, 
ftnd in a short time after Moses T. Beach bought out the original 
owners, made a fortune, and retired into prirate lifiB, leaving bis sons 
in charge of the paper ,It has lately changed hands, but stall con- 
tinues to shine with unabated brilliancy. Before 1886, five penny 
papers were started in this city, but the Sun has outlived all its penny 
contemporaries. 

In 1885 the New York HerM was projected by James Gordon 
Bennett, who had been employed as assistant editor on several New 
York papers. The H§raldt at its commencement, was sold for ono 
cent, but soon became a two cent paper. Its proprietor, in order to 
make it sell, aimed to give the details of every subject of local in* 
terest. Its editorials were *' spicy,** and it soon began to *'grow in 
avor*' with the public and the newsboys. As its popularity in- 
creased, the energy, sagacity and perseversnce of its originator be. 
came more apparent* He was the i&rst to perfect a system to procnro 
important intelligence, at all times, regardless of coet ; it was to bo 
aecur^ first, the expense counted afterwards. Before telegrapha, 
steamboats,,or railroads were known, his news-boats boarded evoiy 
vessel from a foreign port simultaneously with the pilot ; Us hora*- 
express would start from Washington, Albany, d(c., whenever oc- 
casion demanded. Mr. Bennett's name will ever be connected with 
the pioneers of that grand system of modem Journalism, by which 
newspapers have been changed from mere announcement sheets to 
the great moral engines that shape the destinies of nations. 

The HerM hod no formidable rival nntil 1841. Horace Orselcy, 
who hod been editor of the New- Yorker, a literary and political paper 
of ability, started, on SatoKlay, April 10, of this year, The JVde York 
TrihuUf which was printed on a single sheet and sold lor one cenC 
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The firat number contains the following notice : " Our rabscribcTV 
will please pay the carriers six cents per week, and consider them- 
selyes patronizing ns, bat dealing with them only. We sell our papers 
to the carriers, and look to them only for our payment*' 

The Tfi&tm^gaTe immediate tokens of independence, enterprbeand 
ability. The rivalry between itself and the Herald tended to develop 
the resources, and encourage the literary, artistic and mechanical 
improvements which have been e£fectcd since their establishment. 
The Tribune was enlarged to its present size in April, 1850 (it being then 
nine years established). The Herald has by far the largest daily cir- 
culation, of any newspaper in this country, while the Tribune has 
grown to be the most widely-circulated journal in the world, taking 
its different issues, daily, semi- weekly Jand weekly. In 1861, the New 
York Timest established by Henry J. Rayipond, appeared as a rival 
to the Herald and Tribune. This paper was printed for 'one year on 
a single sheet, and sold for a cent, after which it assumed its present 
size, and was sold for two cents. The tactics of the Herald have 
always been to court the popular voice, while those of the Tribune often 
defy it The Timet^ conservative, but not " old fogy," claiming to b'e 
progressive, but not radical, takes care to be " popular.'* None of 
them are modest about their success ; they are all free to tell what a 
large business is done in their establishments. While the two cent jour- 
nals are most widely known, the Commercial Advertiser^ the Evening 
Post, the Courier and Enquirer, the Journal of Commerce, and others, 
represent portions of the community who have the controlling 
weiglit in commercial and^onetary affairs, and considerable influence 
in political circles. From the year 1820 to the present time there 
were thirty-five daily newspapers discontinued in this city. The fol- 
lowing statement will show at what time most of the principal papers 
in New York were established : 

Commercial Advertiser, 1797 ; Evening Post, 1801 ; Courier and 
Enquirer, 1B27 ; Weekly Albion, 1827; Journal of Commerce, 1827; 
Sun, 1888; Herald, 19^^', Express, 1836; Weekly Mercury, 1838; 
New York Tribune, 1841 ; U, S. Economist and Dry Goods Reporter, 
1846; Day Book, 1849; IrUh American, 1849; Times, 1851 ; Builder, 
1856; New York Tablet,l%^l \ Transcript,\9^^ -, irorW, 1860. 

A history of the progress of the press of this city gives a very ade- 
quate idea of its general progress all over the country. At an early 
period the press of New York ci^ became distinguished for its enter- 
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priM and ftbOity, owing, no doobt» to the liigb oidtr of Ulent and 
leanbg, and tho indefktigable indutry potMMed by tiioMwho w«ra 
iti prineipaloondQeton. Tb€M qoalifties were looa veeogiiiaed and 
appreeieted by ereiy portion of the oommimity, and it aeon gained aa 
aeeendaney whieh it baa ainoe retained ; and, it might be aaid, ia now 
looked upon as the mighty brain of thiabody poUtie, eommnmmiting 
by nerrea with its remoteat limits, and ezereiaiBg more or lesa 
of a eontrolling influence on exeiy part The stmggle to anrmoynt 
diiBealties and remove obstacles through which the pioneers of the New 
York Press passed before attaining to their preaent pioad poaiUon, 
haa been re-enacted on a smaller scale in all the piineipal eitiea 
in the Union, and ia now being enacted in all the citiea and towna of 
our new Statea and Territories, all, ^wcTcr, acquiring in the atmggla 
a lasting control, and ezereising an increasing inflacMa in their ra* 
speetiTc communities. 

But in order that the reader may more fully conceive the wonder- 
ful progress in Jonmaliim made in the various Statea, we will brielly 
glance over and aee at what time the preas was inaugurated in Che 
principal sections of the country. We find that in 1766| Daniel 
Fowle established at Portsmouth, New Hampahire, the €^as»ll«, whieh 
ia now in its 105th year, and ia the oldeat living newapaper in the 
United Statea. The first paper in Rhode Isknd was the Bkode Idami 
Gazette, storted by James Franklin, on the 27th September, 1782. 
It lived only nine months. In 1768, the son of the printer of the 
Gazette started the Meraaj at Newport It is now in its 108rd year. 
The first newspaper that appeared in Connecticut was started by 
Benjamin Hacune in 1766. It was called the Gacilis, with the 
motto : " Those who give up Eessential liberly to puiehass Temper- 
ary Safety, deserve neither Liberty nor Safety.** The Sff^ which waa 
originally started in Boston by Isiah Thomaa, and aubaequcntly ea- 
tablisbed at Worcester, Mass., ii still published, and is now in its 91st 
year. The first paper in Vermont waa the Grem MamaimmPoat Bay, 
by Timothy Green, and others, at Westminster, in thai State, m the 
year 1781. The first paper established in Maine waa the Fahmmlk 
Gazette and Weddy Advocate, at Bangor, January 1. 1786. There 
was a paper, called the Maryland Gazette, published at Annapolis, 
Md., in 1727. In 1766, the GazeUe waa discontinaed en aceooat of 
the Stamp Act, but occasionally its printers issued n paper aalled 
Tke Oppontion 6j the Maryland Gagetta, ««which k Ml dead but 
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deepeth.** • In 1778 the Baltimore AdoertiseTf the first paper in that 
city, was started by William Gk>ddard. 

There was a paper ealled the Courant, published at Wilmington, 
Delaware, as early as 1761. There was.no paper published in New 
Jersey before the Revolution. The first that made its appearance in 
that State was the ConstittUional Gazette^ at Burlington — '* Containing 
matters interesting to Liberty, but no wise repugnant to Royalty.'' 
It had no date, but was printed in 1706. The first paper in Virginia 
was the Virginia Gazette^ published at Williamsburgh, in 1736. It 
was deeidedly a friend to tiie powers that were. This Gazette was so 
mneh under the influenoe of the Governor, that Thomas Jefferson and 
other influential men determined upon an ** independent paper," and 
they induced Wiliam Rind to issue, in May, 1766, a Gazrtte, "open to 
all parties, but influenced by nonel" Mr. Jefferson says, that this 
paper was established ** at the beginning of the Revolutionary dis- 
putes." The Gazette was the medium of many articles which were 
unfavorable to the Colonial Government. The first year it was pub- 
lished " by authority,** the second year it omitted that declaration. 
On the 9th of May, 1804, the Enquirer was started at Richmond. It 
is now 67 years old. 

The first paper in North Carolina was started at Newbem in 1766, 
by James Davis. At Willmington, in 1764, the second was started by 
Andrew Stewart, who styled himself ** Printer to the King's Most 
Excellent Majesty." In 1782, Thomas Whitmarsh started the first 
paper in South Carolina, at Charleston. It was called the Gazette ; 
the subscription price per annum was '* Three pounds.'* There was 
then no mails between the Northern and Southern Colonies, and the 
Royal Gazette received its latest intelligence from such vessels as 
toaehed at Charleston. 

In 1766, there were three papers published at Charleston. They 
were all ealled Gazettes, because certain advertisements were directed 
by law to be inserted in the ** South Carolina Gazette." The oldest 
paper in the Palmetto State is tJic Charleston Courier. The first 
paper in Georgia was the Ga:r<<^, issued at Savannah, on the 17th 
April, 1763. The first paper printed in Tennessee was ot Knoxville, 
in 1793, by R. Ronlston. It was also a Gazette, The oldest journal 
in the Federal Territory is the National Intelligencer^ published at 
Washington, in the year 1810. ll is now in its 6l8tyear. It was es- 
tablished by S. H. Smith and J<ifepb Gales. Is was the first paper 
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whieh g»7e«zt«ded Nporti of Um Mmtm m CoBgicw. ' In 1818, 
JoMphOdMMMtitated thewlMk rtpoHjng IbiM W both Boomi. 
Tho dN^frcMMMf OlaU now employ « oorpt of wmrlj twenty r»- 
poiten. Wkikad«lMto ii toking fiboe, the Glsk vipotton jshuge 
piMM troy llTtmiAiitM,«nd in m lew nuimtee after the epeeehee end, 
thejr ere in priML 

Kewepepevi and printing were flnt introdnoed into tiio Kortb- 
weet Territory hy Williem liezwell, who, on the 9th day of Korem- 
ber, 1798, iieocd. at Cineinnati, the Cemtmd 9f iki Norlk^weai 7<f- 
rilory. In 18M» Mr. Browne, who ie deeeribed ae n Minieter, Pnb- 
liaher. Town Reeorder, Bookeeller, and Retailer of Patent M odieineB, 
•tatied, inthe «'eoek lof^" of a log eal»n, hi Oineinnati, the Ubatif 
HmU and CmeummH Mtrcmy, It waa a dighl improTement on ibe 
CkiUmd, The editor waa Tory apaijng of hia efibBiena,probnbIybe- 
eaneehia Tariow other dntiea monopolised the greater part of bis 
time. Week after week, the only editotiale were marriage notieee, 
ahowing tbat tbe inde&tigable pioneer ondentood the important 
feature of jooimliam, Tia : the neeeeaity of pleaaing the hdiee. In 
1816, T. PaUncr itarted the Onawia/t OaxetU, and on the lltb of De- 
eember, hi the aame year, the OazttU was meiged into tbe Ltkr/y 
Hdl, and the jeint paper is known to this day, as the LSbetty HaU tud 
CimeimmH OmatUt^ On the 8d of Deeember, 1885, the CfmsaUe pnb- 
liebed the whok eontents of a number of the CaUkul, issued nearly 
forty-two years prsvionsly ,• (it waa Ko. 10, VoL 1, dated January 11, 
1794,) and it en^ ooenpied four and a quarter eolumna of the twenty- 
eight of whieh the GaztUe was eompoeed. It is now one of the most 
respeetaUeaad widely-eireolated Journals of the West 

John Biadted, printer, was the first who established printing and 
newspapers in the Distriet of Kentuol^. Mr. Bradford published 
the fint number of the KaUueJIy Gazeiie^ at Leadngton, August 17, 
1787. 

To the pen of William D. Gallagher we are indebted for tbe 
following romantie deseription of the advent of the first newspaper 
in tbat rsgion : 

** Within tbit eabin, shaded by many huge oaks, is the germ 
of Kentucky aevspeperial literatnure. In a eomer stands a press 
entii«ly wooden, enmbersome and uncouth. At a window, or ratber 
an aperture bHween the logs, are a few easca of type, while in trpo- 
graphie confusion, tbe other impIemenU are strewn about. Bradford 
M seated ana bloek of wood, surreying the aoene. He is no pnnter— 
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merelj an smatenr. Pro bono mMico, he performed a wearisome 
joamey to the east of the Alleghanies, made a large outlay of capi- 
tal, and retnrning with his materials to Eentacky, became the pio- 
neer editor of the West It is not often that we see in this day snch 
manifestations of disinterested public spirit No pecnniary profit 
tempted him, for that was a remote and improbable contingency in 
the enterprise. But notice, the jonmeyman and diabolost m the Greek 
hath it, are basy with their first paper. Very often does the door open, 
while the curious pry about investigating the mysteries : and little 
children, as they play beneath neighboring trees, point to the prin- 
ters* quarters with a bit of reverence in their manner. At last the 
form 18 readv for the press, and after many delays, the boy daubs his 
buckskin ball in the ink, and redaubs it on the face of the type — the 
lever creaks, and lo I born to the light of day, is the KerUucJce Gazette 
of August 17, 1787. 

'* To hundreds of homes in the deep forest, and beside running 
streams, the little sheet went a messenger of peace — ^the bearer of 
good tidings — for it whispered of the homes left behind, and gave 
promises of a restitution of many of the best features of their native 

Elf^ces. As the post boy weekly distributed the papers, the stalwart 
unter, attired in the picturesque costume of the woods, forget the 
game, and leaning upon his tmsty weapon, perused the current news, 
and felt the strang^eness of sympathy steal in upon him. He was 
again a man with interests and passions, linkmp^ him to his fellow- 
men and their pursuits. The bacWoods dealer in produce and mer- 
cantile articles, bent over his rude counter, and glanced at the mar- 
ket reports with as much of Mang froid^ as the dealer now exhibits, 
who sits in his elegant counting-room, and amid the wreathed clouds 
of his Havana cigar, notes the prices current The housewife, in the 
lone hours of the day, dropped domestic duties for a while, and culled 
from the diney aperture of the world*s events an astonishing accident, 
marriage or aeoth. All classes of society then felt that a new pleas- 
ure had sprung up in their midst and wondered at having so long 
existed, without the tine qua non of civilization — a newspaper.** 

The oldest paper now in Kentucky is the WeMtem Citizen, at 
Paris. It was established in 1806, and is now fifty-five years old. 
The Louisville Journal^ a very influential and respectable paper, was 
established by George D. Prentice, in 1832, at Louisville ; it is now 
in its twenty-ninth year. 

About the year 1809, Elihu Stout published at Vincinnes, in In- 
diana, the first newspaper published in that State. In November, 
1811, an extra from the Sun office gave the first public account of 
the battle of Tippecanoe. The Vincinnes Gazette, which was started 
in the year 1820, is now the oldest paper in Indiana. The following 
extract from a Wisconsin paper will give the reader an idea of where 
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,And how the first. newipapen made their appeanmoM in our new 
States and territoriee : ,. 

*' We are doing what, |»erhapa, has nerer been done in the United 
States bdbre— we are printing the Newport Wiseatuin Mirror in the 
woods! Kot a dwellii^^, exeept onr own, within half a mile of as, 
and only one within a mile! The forest oaks hang oyer onr offieo 
and dwelling, the deer and rabbits shy aronnd ns, and the partridges 
and quails seek oar aoqnantanoe, bj ventaring nearer and nearer oar 
doors. The noble Wiseoosin is bearing onward its immense burdens 
of ioe, majestieally and silently, within sight of onr windows ; and 
the snow-eapped hills, eoverea with seatterinff oaks and pines, oeer 
np in the distance. There is romance and reuify in all this, ana we 
feel ahnost willing to publish a paper in suoh a loeatioi^ just for the 
excitement of the thmg. But most of the romance is soon to be 
spoiled. Already seveial dwellings are in progress near us, and be- 
fore mimy weeks they are to be occupied by enterprising neighbcFrs ; 
and when spring and summer shall come, we ezpeet such a chttter of 
axes and spades, and trowels, and saws, and hammers, that we shall 
hardly be able to write our editorials without introducing more or 
less of the confusion. The ikct is, we expect a laiwe Tillage, yea, a 
city— to grow up rapidly around us ; and that is why we are here«- 
pnnting m the woods." 

The first copy of this Mirrar ** printed in the woods," was sold at 
anctioDy ht sixty-fiye dollars, the second for ten dollars, and the 
third for fire dollars. These papers were purchased and pud for, 
by men who intend to presenre them as menaentoes of the beginning 
of a city which they expected to build. 

The first newspaper published west of the Mississippi, was at St. 
Louis, by Joseph Charles, July 1, 180& Thii paper passed through 
leyeral hands, and assumed different names from time to time, antO, 
sabsequeat to the year 1888, when it was called the Miasouri lUpub- 
fiom, a name by which it is well known at the present day. It is now 
in its fii^y-third year. 

The enterprise and rapid progress of Journalism is nowhere moftn 
forcibly preeented than in California. Before the establishment of a 
paper in that country, old copies from the States were sold at enona* 
ous prieet— many times as high as a dollar. The miner, whateyer 
his other prirations, must hare a newspaper. Consequently we find, 
that on the establishment of the first newspaper ui San Francisco, 4dl 
othef;tnidea were represented at the diggings but printers. The prices 
the publishers could afford to pay made the composing room prefer^ 
able to the chances in a ** galch,*' or *' canon.** In the Census retams off 
1850, it ia stated that Calif«/mia had seyan newspapers. It hi 
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'fteTenieen daily, eighfy-seren weekly/and eleven monthly publications 
—total 114. In ability and talent the press of California will com- 
'pare farorably with that of any other portion of the Union. 

The first newspaper printed in Nebraska made its appearance at 
BelleTiew, on the 18th of November, 1854 ; it was called the Nebraska 
Palladium. Its advent was witnessed by the principal citizens of 
Belleyiew. The first proof-sheet was taken from the press by Got- 
emor Gumming, and was read by Chief-Justice Ferguson — and in this 
manner the Palladium was inaugurated into the public, service. 

The further progress of the press can be determined by consult- 
ing the statistical tables, which have been prepared for this work for 
diat purpose. 



aUNERAL REMARKa 

Of the millions who daily or weekly receive and peruse the news- 
papers, these prime advanoers of oivilization and refinement, bcaroely 
one person in a hundred appreciates the mental, physical and pecu- 
niary capital expended upon a sheet which costs them but two or 
three cents, any more than they realize that serial publications have 
attained an influence vitally affeoting the whole social economy of 
humanity. 

The liberty of the press may be said to be perfect in this country ; 
therefore, the United States has become the g^atest newspaper pro- 
ducing, while its people are the g^atest newpaper reading, commu- 
nity in the world. In this city, twenty-five years ago, ten thousand 
dollars was considered a foir eapital to start a daily newspaper ; dar- 
ing the last fifteen years, however, the whole system of city news- 
papers has been metamorphosed. Ten times ten thousand dollars 
would not duplicate the machinery department alone of any of ths 
leading journals of this city. 

For some years past, the leading journals in the different cities 
have combined in an arrangement, under the title of the *' Associated 
Press,** by means of whicn, tnrough the agency of the magnetic tele- 
graph, the news of the day is interchanged throughout the United 
States and British provinces. Although all have the full benefit of 
this oiganization still the system of special acrents and correspondents 
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Is muiitiinQd as heretofore;. and daring the seMioos of CongreM, 
and the Tarione State LegUlatnres, the special diapatchefi by tele- 
graph, eoeting thoneands of dollars per week, will often fill several 
oolnmns. Thej have also eorrespondents, regularly employed and 
paid, at eaeh of the leading points for obtaining news, in Enrope, 
Asia, Africa and America. Either a letter or a news summary is for- 
warded by CTery mail ; in consequence, where steamers arrire from 
Europe, California and Havana, on the same day, as has frequently 
happened of late, intelligence from all parts of tiie world, fiom Lon- 
don to the interior of Australia, appears in their columns on the fol- 
lowing morning. 

While the literary and news departments present a repertory of 
all occurrences of moment or interest, the advertising department is 
scarcely less interesting as a universal .dii«ctqry to mimster to all 
our wants. Thus, by the aid of steam and electricity, together with 
the highest ietellectual ability, our leading Journals have become, as 
it were, the pulse of the oody politic. They stand, day and night, 
in the most puUic places^^-hearing. complaints, listening- ta^ang- 
gestions. and correetiiig abases. High .and- low, rich and poor, 
ignorant and enlightened, come alike to this niodem judgment seat 
to make known their grieyances. When ideas of a practical or phi- 
lanthropic nature illumine the minds of any members of the com- 
munity, they- are inmiediatcly communicated, and nothing of public 
interest escapes their attention. They not only originate, but control 
public opinion, by reflecting every phase of life, besides historically 
recording all passing events. That such an engine, in the hands of 
corrupt and unprincipled writers, may be converted to base and 
unworthy purposes, can not be doubted ; the most boonteoos gifU of 
nature are daily perverted and abused ; and it is tarely too mneh to 
expect that all the emanations of human thought should be free from 
the evils and imperfections which more or less pervade every earthly 
good. That the morals of society have not in the meantime deteiiior- 
ated, is certain. 

It is in the power of but few men to confer material benefita on 
society. But there is aVast and increasing machinery fur the por^ 
poses of good or ill, pUced at the disposal of those who vi^d the 
literary sceptres of the age. Let them bear in mind that they wsite 
not lor a class, but for a world— and that as the agents and inter- 
pNteis of inteUectoal power, their mission is the fearless and unbend* 
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iig iAiciatisy of iarath. This duly, inoQtnbent vpoa lill, ib d<nxblj 8o 
dn'ihoM wrilen whose produotions pass, bj means of the^tfwspaper, 
into the hands of the million. Trained and disciplined minds maj 
detect fidhMies, howerer speeions the garb in which they are clothed ; 
bat those to whom the adTantages of superior instmction have been 
denied, are easily deceived ; false principles obtain ready credence 
amongstthem ; while, unfortunately, the tenacity with which they are 
maintained is entirely disproportioned to the facility with which they 
are imbibed. Every country has its prejudices, and we are freer 
from them than any other in the world. The means of entirely up- 
rooting them, are at the command of the conductors of our popular 
Hteratore. 



MECHANICAIi IMPROVEMENTSl 

Or the Tarious phenomena presented by the rapid advances of 
science and the useful arts, during the second quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, none is more interesting, or more astounding, than 
that exhibited in the manufacture of newspapers. To the careful ob- 
server, on reviewing the whole process — ^mental, artistical and me- 
chanical — it would seem that the utmost bounds of human ingenuity, 
energy and sagacity, had been attained, and the modus operandi now 
pursued at the principal establishments in this and other large cities 
had reached the acme of excellence. 

The composition of a daily newspaper is accomplished with a 
eelerity truly marvelous. Frequently, a triple sheet. Herald or 
Tribune, containing as much matter as a Waverley novel, has been 
**aet up," the proof of every line carefully read, corrected and re- 
Tised, and the first five thousand impressions " worked off** within 
ten hours of the time of commencing operations. On the oc- 
oeeasion of the delivery of the annual message of the President 
of the United States, the competition between the principal daily 
newspapers to place the document before the public is intense. 
With the ordinary force employed, the message often making nearly 
a page, has been issued in an extra in forty minutes after it had been 
placed in the hands of the compositors ; and, before the Clerk of the 
Hoote <if Bepresentatives had finished reading the document, thoo* 
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•Mida of *eopiM luiT« been |>lM«d in Um* handf of a oniioof imUiA*^ 
Of th« mny oiromnttaiioM that ]»▼• oombiaed lo prodiiM ih«M • 
•ztraordiaaryrttolta, ona of thamoft important was tha parfaation of 
the typa-raroMng or ** Lightning** ProM, tha principla of whioh, 
no longer ago than 1861, was prononnaad bj pareona of great me- 
chanical axperienea a phjeiaal impoeeibility— a parallel aeaertion, in 
all ita bearingi, to Dr. Lardnar*i prediction in regard to oaean ste^m 
saTigatidn. 

Tha lamented Dr. Ure, in epeaking of Applegarth'a machine, by 
which the London Time§ hac been printed for iome jeare paet, and by 
which a epaed of nine thoueand per hour waa obtained, prononneed 
it "one of the moet miracnlone inTcntione CTcr made.** Howmneh 
more honor, then, ic due to Colonel Hoe, by whose machine, at belf 
the expense for labor, nearly three times nine thonsand are prodnced. 
To effect this, thetypa-reToWing cylinder is propelled at the rate of 
forty revolutions per minute— the aheets being manipnlated at tha 
rate of one in CTcry second and a half on each of the ten impreMion 
eylindera, producing the enormous quantity of hnfUy-fmnr ikouiMnd 
impressions per hour. Our English brethren haTe aaknowledged tba 
great superiority of those presses ; and wa haTe the satisfiMtion to 
state that our disUnguished countiyman*a preasea are now In use in 
the Tm$i, lUuiiraiU iVnsf, and other eataUishmants in England, and 
haTe lately been introduced into Franae. What a triumph for Amov- 
ican ingenuity! One of those bloodless Tictorles which are naoat 
honorable to human nature— man's grandcat efforts for the' ameliora- 
tion of his fellow man. Colonel Hoe haa earned an imperishnbla 
fiime. In the history of '^ tha art presanratiTe of all arte,** his nnmo 
must STcr stand by the side of a Outtenberg and a Stanhope. 

Tlia number of pleads in one of Hoe*a ten*^linder monster am. 
chines, such as Bolts, Screws, Nuts, Springs, Pins, Rirats, Koya, 
Rollers, Pulleys, Ac, amount to 14,780. There are also iw«nW 
thousand and sixty-three yards of tape (used for running the nhoata 
out to the ** fly '*), and *' blankets ** for coTcriog tha impression eylin- 
dera. The weight of the whole b twenty tons, three-quartai* mgkd 
fourteen pounds, and the cost of each press is thirty thousand doUnra. 
But aren thia " Lightning " Press b notfaat enough for thtJna renting 
aireulation of a few of our Vew York papers, and tha syntem of 
stereotyping, as praetlaed ^7 the London Tims, has for tlin t^^ 
fow months bean parfomadia tha 7H6ms aatabliahaa&tft W Wy 
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• C^barlet Cnske of Ihia city. The mechanical arrangements in thia e»- . 
tabUahment are the most complete in the country. Not only is the 
Tnbune stereotyped, so that two forms can be worked at the same 
time, bnt the papers are folded and directed by machinery. As fast 
' as the papers are delivered from the presses, they are carried to the 

folding machines, of which we append a description : 

'*This machine is driven by a pnlley and belt, and the gearing and 
motion are principally rotary. Fed the same as a cylinder press, the 
sheet is carried from the board by passing between two cylinders, the 
lower one stationary, the upper drawn close to the stationary rod, by 
a rod worked by a cam, and remaining in such contact lone enough 
to carry the sheet down a proper distance for its center fola between 
the two pa^es, when a knife striking rapidly, horizontally, throws the 
sheets at its center, between the second pair of cylinders, and the 
sheet*thus folded once, is drawn in, running along on tapes, which 
tapes are moved by tlie lower one of said second pair of cylinders. 

*' This movement carries the sheet once folded, on tapes horizontally, 
until it strikes two set guides, where it stops, a<ia another knue 
strikes the sheet in the middle of the page cross-wise, forcing it be- 
tween a third pair of cylinders, running at right angles witli the 
second pair. The third pair of cylinders then giving the sheet its 
second fold, cany it upward some six or eight mches, when a third 
knife strikes it and forces it between a fourth pair of cylinders. 
Passing this fourth pair, it is folded to one-eighth of its original size, 
when carried again along on tapes at right angles with its first move- 
ment over the fifth pair of cylinders, giving^ it its last fold, when 
landed on tapes, it is carried out of the machine. 

" The cylinders are all inside of an iron frame compact, occupying 
not over three feet square. A main shaft, connected by cog-wheels to 
other shafts, at right aneles, with tapes passing from one cylinder to 
another, fives them all Uie same speed. The motion of the knives is 
governed by cams, and when the sheet is in its proper place to be 
mlded, they move suddenly to their work, and return again as soon as 
it is done. 

''The machine will fold at the rate of twenty-five hundred per hour, 
and if well fed'will do its work more perfectly than it can be done 
with human hands. Folding boys average about two hundred an 
hour ; thus, allowing one boy as feeder, this machine saves the labor « 
of at least eleven boys, and does not make the noise of one of them."

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NEWSPAPER-DIRECTING MACHINE. 

The best and most approTed invention for iliis purpose is de- 
scribed in the following notice which appeared in the New York 
Daily Tribune of Feb. 19th, 1861 : 

'* Newspapvr-Dirkcting Machine. — Some time since we gave a 
brief description of a new machine for directing newspapers, which 
was placed in this office on trial by the inventors, R. W . A D. Davis 
of Elmira, New York. Having doubts as to the practicability of di- 
recting The Tribune, with its extensive circulation, by machinexy, we 
were slow to believe this invention would answer the purpose. But 
a trial on a portion of our daily mail, and a continued use of it on ihe ' 
same for about one year, testea its efficiency pretty effectually ; and 
a more extensive trial on our entire daily niail, with the improvements 
made by the inventors since its first introduction, fully satisfies us of 
its practicability. 

The saving of time and exponse, when compared with writing the 
same each week, shows a very material difference in favor of the ma- 
chine, which, together with the plain and unmistakable address, is 
conclusive evidence of its utility. A vexy important feature in this 
invention is the use of blocks, made of wood, of a suitable size, which 
receive the imprint of a name or address in their face, eauivalent to 
engraving. Tliis result is accomplished by having steel dies of all 
the letters of the alphabet arranged on the peripnery of a small 
wheel, which revolves at the touch of the operator so as to bring the 
required letters, one after the other, over the face of the block. As 
each letter comes in place, the die is sunk by a slight pressure of the 
foot ; and the whole address is cut in about the same time that it 
would take a compositor to put it in type. 

After these blocks have received the imprint of the names or ad- 
dress, they are placed upon endless belts in the order in which they 
occur on the books, and nungin light, convenient cases until wanted 
for use. When wanted, they are inked with an ingenious apparatus 
for the purpose, and transferred to a small press, where they are sus- 
pended over a pulley and pAss under a platen just larse enough to 
give impression to a single name at a time. The revolution of the 
names under the platen is guided by the left hand, and the impression 
given by the foot as fast as the ri^ht hand can handle the pape^, or 
at the speed of about sixty per minute. 

New supplies of blocks, necessary for changes, drc, are furnished 
bv the patentees at a moderate price. In a list so large as The 
Tribune «, the chanfces are, of course, veiy many; but the blocks, being 
movable on the belts, can be taken out, and new ones inserted with 
facility. 

The price of this machine, being determined by the number of 
subscrilters, brings it within the reach of cveiy new8pa[)er office ; so
